If tho fight should ho 
confined to Kussia and Turkey, tlio demand 
for our breadstuffs will oven .then bo heavy, 
for tho Kussians will not allow their cereals 
to be exported while they are at war, and 
besides, tho producing classes will havo to 
join the army, moro or less. It threatens 
to bo a gront war, and if England gels into 
it, then will como our opportunity to rc- 
cupornto our commerce. We will have to 
pass some law or provide some way by 
which we can gather in the English com- 
morcial marine under flag. It is destined 
to be America's chance, and wo must avail 
ourselves of it. liussia and Tarkoy wore 
never hotter prepared for a long struggle 
no far as men, arms and provisions aro con- 
cerned. Turkey has an excellent navy, 
far 
superior 
to 
Russia's 
and 
they 


will give our ships some trouble getting into 
lliissiau ports with contraband of war, if 
they catch thorn. I cannot say what tho 
Jtussian fleet at Now York moans to do, but 
this they cannot do, no more than tho 
Turks, viz., make a harbor of any of our 
ports to trouble either our vessels or any 
other nation's vessels coming to and fro. 
Nor will they bo allowed to cruise on our 
coast either to watch or to intorforo with 
our commerce. This latter plan, if they 
have it in contemplation, will soon bo 
knocked in tho head, llussia mny get des- 
perate, and with her fleet in our waters may 
do some foolish thing, but it is not probable 
at this time. Our factories in JSfew England 
aro making arms and munitions of war and 
soiling tho largest quantity to Turkey. They 
will sell just as quickly to llussin, and thoy 
have a perfect right to do so. There is no 
law or treaty to prevent it." — [Correspond- 
once N. Y. World.
